This was done, notwithſtanding 
that ſome of our friends did preſent the Mayor the firſt day in the

croſs jstoit, and fo all you which would have bats put offto you 
ſeeing there is not one exxmple among all the heatheniſh Kings 
or rulers as you read in all the Scriptures: and all you who hath 


 &doth profeſs the Scripture to be your rule, ſearch it chroughonr, 


and ſee if you can find any example ia it, that ever any that were 
rulers forGod that commanded any te pur off their hats to them; 
and if you cannot,you may ſee you are grown higher in intquity, 


pride and ambition than them all: Nebuchadnezar? loſt his King- 
'dome:& Haman &Pharoah deſtroyed, vho oppreficd the ſeed, of 


God.And beware all ye that ſcoff&ſcorn,8 perſecute the righte- 
ous ſeed of God, the power of God is the ſame now that it vvas 
then to throvy you doyvn, and that of God in all conſciences: 
ſhall anſyver ic. And you yvho profeſs your ſelyes Chriſtians avd 
Chriſtian Magiſtrates, and the Scriptures to be your rule, ſearch 
ir; and ſee if you can find any cxample among all the Saints of 
God, or any of the Chriſtian Magiſtrates that did beare rule for 
God,command-any to put of their hats to them:Did ever Moſes, 
Tous, or Iephtha, Solomon,,or Hezekiah, vyho vvere Iudges. 
and Kings in Iſrael, command#ny to put off their hats A
